Stalemated But Optimistic 


HERE WAS: STRONG UNITY 
among the Western allies at 
the Geneva conference, U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Christian Herter said 
Tuesday night, but it appears that 
this unity was most in evidence on 
the policy of holding on to West 
Berlin. On other points at issue it 
« has been less than perfect, with 
Britain taking a stand more open to 
negotiation than the United States. 
France, on the other hand, has been 
at odds with NATO's atomic policy 
and threatening a split. in the 
military front. 

Against these facts Mr. Herter’s 
assurances were comforting but 
rather optimistic. The salient point 
is, of course, that all. the Western 
allies realize that their individual 


 d-futures depend ‘on the preservation 


- of “unity in the face of Russian 
pressures. Lesser considerations of 
policy will take a secondary: place 
to this over-riding principle. , 

Mr. Herter had to report: “no 
significant progress in solving the 
division of Germany and: Bertin,” 
He was optimistic that when the 
Geneva talks‘ resume on July 13 
some advance would-be made, but 
he reasserted the principle that the 
West will not relinquish its posi- 
tion in West Berlin. 

“If. Russia persists in its deter- 
mination to add more than two 
million free West Berliners to the 
captive peoples of Eastern Europe,” 


Mr. Herter said, “then no agree- | 


ment is possible.” 

Without some sort of agreement 
at Geneva, even with “the Western 
allies willing to go the extra mile,” 
he saw the prospects for a summit 
meeting as dim. ‘President Eisen- 
hower has taken, this position in 
repeated .statements. In this, how- 
ever, 


summit conference becomes’ éven 
more urgent. Such a conference, it 
is felt, should be held before 
Russia provokes a crisis in Berlin, 
rather than afterwards. 

Mr. Herter believes that the 
Rerlin issue can only be fully re- 
solved when Germany is reunified, 
but acceptance of the Soviet plan 
would ensure the permanent. parti- 
tion of Germany. That is a broader 
issue which will take considerable 
time to settle—much_ more time 
than is available for the achivement 
of some form of settlement for 
Berlin. 

At the moment the whole matter 
is stalemated. It will take the intro- 
duction of some entirely new propo- 
sal to overcome this situation—a 
development which resumption of 
the Geneva talks may produce. But 
to the layman, at any rate, this at 
the moment can be no more than a 


hope.
